THE WORK OF THE CHAPLAINS. 

THE mterview with the S. LIPSON which we publish this 
week is a timely reminder of the good that members of the Anglo 
Jewish ministry are doing in the less prominent departments of war- 
like activity. Some time ago we noticed with interest that ten 
chaplains had been allotted to Jews in the German army. hardly 
thought that the time was at hand when we, too, should need an equal 
number of chaplains and assistant chaplains to deal with the spiritual 
side of young Jewry in the field. The fact throws a strong light upon 
the Jewish mobilisation which has gone on in this war, and which is 
still proceeding until it promises to leave outside the camps very few 
Jews of military age and fitness. When the history of this annus muira- 
bilis comes to be written, the records of the work for Jewish soldiers as 
revealed in the statements of the Jewish chaplains will provide most 
useful material as well as authoritative data. We have yet'to Jearn 
how many of our coreligionists have rushed to arms in this most 
memorable of wars—perhaps we shall never know.

MAKING SOLDIERS JEWS. 
ONE welcome fact, however, is noted in the interview referred to. 
The dangers of the firing line seem to be doing what pulpit exhorta- 
tion often could not accomplish. They are stirring the religious 
feelings of the Jewish youth. As our interviewer points out, the War 
is not only turning Jews into soldiers ; it is turning soldiers into Jews, 
The Prayer-Book has become a beloved treasure, and in the peril of 
the trenches the Jew has found his soul agam. We hope ‘that this 
strange effect may not be a transitory one; for it would indeed be one 
consolation for present tribulation if from this year of cataclysm could 
be dated a Jewish revival which men in the past have prayed for in 
vain. We would only:add here one word of sincere appreciation of 
the goodwill shown to the community in this crisis, not only by the 
military authorities, but,as Mr. Lipson indicates, by the Chaplains of 
Christian denominations. Such kindness is, we fervantly trust, a 
herald of the more perfect harmony that will settle on the Empire as 
a result of common trials and will vindicate afresh Britain’s moral 
position in the world.

THE NEW ~*~ WESTERN.” 


WHATEVER else betide, we are glad to see that in one aspect of 


religious development progress can be noted. NRecently we have had 


the. consecration of the New Synagogue at Stamford Hill. Last 
Monday witnessed the laying of the foundation stone of the 
new building of the Western Synagogue. London is thus to be 


provided, within a comparatively brief space, with two important 
Synagogues worthy of the position of the Jewish community. There 
is one feature common to both the new buildings. Each of them takes 
the place of an older edifice, and represents the wise policy of taking 
the Synagogue to the worshippers instead of endeavouring to force the 
worshippers to go to the Synagogue from which changing circum- 
stances have removed them. London life never stands still, and it is 
satisfactory to see synagogues moving with the altered conditions and 
adjusting themselves tothem. As longas.this adaptability is maintained, 
we shall enjoy one condition at all events of religious vitality and 
progress. In its new situation the Western Synagogue will find far 
wider opportunities for its work than was possible on its former site 
in the Haymarket. It will be nearer tothe great Jewish settlement 
which has steadily grown up in the West Central district, and it will 
be able to renew ina fresh environment the vigour of a distinguished 
life—how distinguished was shown by the CHIEF RABBI in his 
sermon last Monday. We join fervently with Dr. HERTZ in his 
wishes for the congregation. In its new life the Synagogue will have 
the inestimable advantage of the continued service of its ardent and 
scholarly Minister, the Rev. GERALD F'RIEDLANDER, and his genial 
and beloved colleague, the Rev. H. DAvips. Guided by such 
ministers, and fortified by the example of the past, the Western 
Synagogue will, we are sure, bring new strength to the community at 
a time when it will most stand in need of such aid. 

IN THE PROVINCES. 

THE movement for the formation of a Jewish platoon of sixty-five 
men in connection with the Leeds Athletic Volunteer Training Force 
has made a promising start. A meeting in its support has resulted 
in the enrolment of over forty members, and it cannot be doubted now 
that the whole platoon will be recruited. It will have been observed 
that, so far from discouraging the movement, the Commanding 
Officer has been urging it forward; and we can only hope and believe 
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that the Jewish platoon will always give a good account of itself: 
Judging from the letter from a Jewish soldier in the Mediterranean 
and from the letter from our correspondent at Alexandria printed in 
the present issue, the Jewish battalion which was formed in that city is 
also getting to work ; so that we should soon be able to test the eftict- 
ency of these Jewish military formations. Indeed one of its members 
has already been decorated with the Distinguished Conduct Medal. 
We noti e that the Commanding Officer of the? Leeds Volunteer 
Training Force spoke of criticism having been ‘rife as to the activity 
of Jews in the present crisis. Presumably Sub-Commandant Taylor 
was referring to thesJews of Leeds, and, if that be so, it adds point to 
our wish that statistics of the Jewish services in the present campaign 
Could be compiled, with cspecial reference to the Jews of the 
provinces. It is to be hoped that some such work will be undertaken 
before long. Two cheerful items of news—more peaceful in character 

appeared in our provincial "columns last week. One told of the 
resolve of the Strangeways Synagogue (Manchester) to erect a new 
house of worship—another very pleasing proof that the war is not 
frightening us into religious quiescence. ‘The other was the encourag- 
ing report presented at the annual meeting of the Liverpool branch 
of the Angio-Jewish Association that the Branch had a 
greater increase of membership last year than for many years past. 
The Association is also fortunate in the added financial support it is 
now receiving from its colonial extensions. It is gratifying to find 
one organisation, at all events, that can point to increased patronage 
somewhere. The report of the Manchester Jewish Board of Guardians 
is less satisfactory—thanks, no doubt, to the war. The Board has 
grappled well with the abnormal conditions created by the present 
But it will need additional support, and that, we 
are confident, will not be withheld. Speaking of Manchester we

Under this heading the Jewish World of Wednesday quotes the following from 
Le Matin 

“ Here is an extraordinary tale which comes from Holland. If its authenticity 
were not guaranteed by such serious witnesses, we should hesitate to believe it, but 
is there anything of which the Germans are not capable ? 

“At the moment they are actually distributing in Holland a grandiloquent 
appeal to the Jews of all countries. After having recalled the misfortunes of the 
Jews crushed under the yoke of the Tsars—having evoked the Beilis affair, invited 
the American Jews to furnish no more ammunition to the Allies, and even dug up 
the Dreyfus case—the Central Empires undertake at the termination of the War of 
Liberation (Befreihungs Krieg)—as the German text calls it—to re-establish by 
agreement with the Sultan, the Jewish Kingdom of Palestine with guarantees of 
neutrality. Doubtless similar to those given to Belgium. 

“ This extraordinary scheme is signed by twenty-five German and Austrian 
Rabbis, as well as by a considerable body of the great personalities of the Empire 
inclading the illustrious Herr Ballin, the well-known personal friend of the Kaiser.”

THE LATE CAPT. JOSEPH MILLER. 

Capt. Joseph Miller, whose death in action in the Dardanelles we announced 
last week, has had an interesting career as a soldier. He began as a private in tlie 
ranks and in 1905 was promoted sergt. in the King’s Royal Rifles. Simultaneouslv 
he also received an appointment for three years as Instructor to Militia on the 
Staff of the 7th Batt., King’s Royal Rifles, at Barnet. Miller enlisted into the 
4th Batt. at Sunderland, in 1899. During the Boer War he was the only Jew 
serving in the Mounted Infantry Company of his regiment, and was wounded at 
Braken-Laagte, in October, 1902. At the close of the war he volunteered for 
Somaliland with the Mounted Infantry. There he wer#Z through the whole cam 
paign, including Colonel Plunket's disaster in April, 1903, where he earned his Dis- 
tinguished Conduct Medal. He was a keen footballer and a member of his 
regimental team. The military spirit was evidently hereditary, for Miller's father 
Saw active service in the Russo-Turkish War, as a corporal in the Russian 
infantry, and holds two medals and clasps.

The Wandering Jew. 


The subject of last Tuesday's lecture at Toynbee Hall, delivered by Mr. 
HERPERT LOEWE, M.A., was “ The Migrations of the Jews.” Mr. Loewe gave 
interesting particulars of the migrations, and settlements of Jews in the Orient, 
Europe, America, and throughout the British Empire, showing the difference 
between medieval Jewish migrations, caused by expulsion, and those in modern 
times, caused by persecution. The lecturer had many practical suggestions to 
offer. Dealing with the immigration of the Yemenite Jews into Palestine, he said 
these people did the hardest work there, carrying enormous loads and doing the 
rough labour in the fields. They must not be exploited. Trade union regulations 
must be devised to prevent injustice, for people were looking to the Yemenites 
as a source of cheap and efficient labour. They. should be protected and 
not degraded into mere hewers of wood and drawers of water. Mr. 
Loewe devoted much attention to the decaying bodies and sects of 
Jews.’ While during the war we were naturally concerned more with 
our coreligionists in Poland than with those in Abyssinia, we_ should, 
when peace was restored, extend the activities that had been « ommenced in giving 
help to the Falashas, the Chinese Jews, and other sects. No attempt must be 
made to organise them on the lines of constituent bodies of the nited Synagogue 
or the Federation. They must be helped to retain their own traditions unimpaired. 
The solution lay in the establishment of schools by local teachers supervised by 
English educational experts—who must, however, msize it their business not to 
Anglicise or yet to impose the Shulchan Aruch—and the erection of printing presses, 
These Jews must not be regarded as belonging to heretical sects or as obser ing 
rites which from a Jewish point of view it was necessary to abandon. Union and 
not uniformity should be retained in Judaism.

NEW JEWISH SCHOOL AT JOHANNESBURG. 


TRIBUTE BY THE DIRECTOR OF EDUCATION, 


The formal opening, last month, of the new Jewish School building at 
Johannesburg was rendered memorable by a striking tribute paid to the culture of 
the Jews by Mr. Adamson, Director of Education for the Transvaal, who performed 
the opening ceremony. Mr. Adamson; in the course of his speech, said that the 
achievements of the Jewish race in literature, philosophy, art, and finance showed 
that it had taken full advaritage of the weapons which woald equip them in these 
great works, and his own knowledge of the Jewish children of Johannesburg told 
him that they would strive to the same end. He had marveiled at industry 
and {facility with which Jewish children assimilated the new traditions,of this 
country, as well as its language; and as to the provision of a site for the school by 
the Jewish community he was sure that the Education Department and the Schoo! 
Board welcomed it as a step in the task of providing educational facilities—a_ task 
that was increasing from month to month. Hitherto it had fallen to the Central 
Government to bear the whole of the burden; but here was an instance of division 
of responsibility and cost. This giving of a site by a conimunity fora school wasa 
fulfilment of a public duty, and wasa reflection of the liberal ideas that an:mated 
the policy of that community's leaders, The teachers and scholars would especially 
appreciate this step, because for many.years they had been cribbed and confined in 
premises which to a less resolute and virile community would have been a serious 
obstacte.

A MOTOR .CAR FOR THE CHIEF RABBI. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Alderman HOWARD J, WALFORD, 47, 
Hamilton Terrace, N.W. 


Sirk,—The Council of the United Synagogue last night unanimously voted 
£300 a year as salary for a Secretary for the Chief Rabbi. I am only surprised 
that the Executive of the Council do not recommend that an official motor car be 
provided for the use of the Chief Rabbi, whoever holds that office, during his 
term of office. The cost would only be about £250 a year. I consider it most 
undignified to see our greatly respected Chief Rabbi either going on motor omni- 
buses or taxi cabs to attend official meetings, Jewish or otherwise. It appears to 
me that the most important thing desired by the whole community is that the 
wreatest respect should be attached to this position. 

The late Chief Rabbi and his father before him always had a carriage, and, 
in my judgment, this greatly helped to keep up their dignity. Their carriages were 
always called first and they left the meetings, etc., before anyone else. Things are 
very different at the present time. 

My recollections go back to the ‘sixties, when I was a worshipper at the old 
Great Portland Street Synagogue, and I venture to think that there are very few 
of the present members of the United Synagogue Council who can even remember 
this building.

COL. PATERSON REPORT, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
ALEXANDRIA. 

“The Zion Corps is well and happy and doing most valuable work for the 
army. The men are brave and work very hard, and have earned the praise of our 
commanders,” so runs Colonel Paterson's report to the Chief Rabbi. Della Pergola 
on the doings of the Corps. Prior to their departure discussions were prevalent 
among certain people here as to the value of a Jew on the battle-field. Let 
them now read the reports of the Colonel and see for themselves. Not only have 
the men earned “the praise of the commanders,” but their Jewish officers have 
been promoted, and very rapidly, too. Thus Mr. Garodisky, who left this country 
as sergeant, soon became second-lieutenant. This grade he did not retain long, 
for we now hear that he has been gazetted first lieutenant, while Lieutenant 
Claude Rolls has been appointed Captain. 

Among the wounded from the above corps now lying in Alexandria hospitals 
are David Brouski, Gordenzik, Engleman Uriah, Isaac ‘ilberman, Wurth Hyam 
Abram, Rachmiloff, Daniel Missulam, Elie Sibourg, Gustav Isaac, and Meyer Perez. 

The anxiety with which Colonel Patterson enquires after the welfare of each 
man is proved by the fact that he wrote a special letter expressing his deep sorrow 
at the loss of Meyer Perez, who was apparently missing. But the Chief Rabbi, on 
one of his regular rounds to the hospitals, found him lying here. Perez stated 
that he remembered nothing from the time he fell off his mule until he found 
himself in an Alexandria Military Hospital. A number of Jewish wounded soldiers 
are among the British, Australian, and French who are now in the various hospitals. 
Privates Simon (Melbourne) and Abe Weingott (N. S. Wales) died a few days ago. 

It is interesting to note that the British military authorities have given orders 
to the effect that Jewish soldiers and officers who die should have their names 
written in Hebrew on their coffins, and should be buried in the Jewish Cemetery 
according to the Jewish rites, Chief Rabbi Della Pergola is informed. as soon as 
a death occurs.

Under the new Army Regulations, a soldier must make his application for an 
allowance to those dependent upon him as soon as he joins. Except in the case of 
a wife, unless this application is made within a month of enlistment, it wil) not be 
considered. 

In the case of soldiers already serving, who have not yet made an allotment, 
applications will be received up to June 30th. 

If the soldier is in the United Kingdom, he must take the first step by making 
his own application in the regiment in which he is serving. 

If the soldier is on active service abroad and no allotment has yet been made, 
the dependents can themselves make the application on a special form. 

All this is so urgent as well as important that we shall be glad if all who come 
into contact with dependents of soldiers will do their best to make it clearly 
understood. 

In case of any difficulty or doubt or where advice or assistance of any kind 
may be required, we shall be glad to render the necessary help to anyone calling 
here on weekday mornings except Fridays.

~ The United Kingdom,” he remarked, “ has been mapped into various 


areas, which have’ been placed under nine Jewish Assistant Chaplain 
These have been appointed by the War (Othce, without a commission. 
There is one such Assistant Chaplain for Ireland, another for Scotland, and 


seven tor England and Wales. 
‘The importance of these areas,"’ Mr. Lipson proceeded, “ depends 
upon the number of Jewish soldiers stationed in them. In the Liverpool 
district, of which the Rev. S. Friedeberg has charge, splendid work has been 
done among the battalions in the Liverpool regiments.. The same is the 
case with the Manchester area. The excellent work of the Assistant 
Chaplains has been recognised by the military authorities, who recently 
added to their number the Rev. H. Shandel, of Ramsgate. ; 
“ The function of the Assistant Chaplains is to get into touch with the 
nen in their districts; to.arrange services for them; and to obtain informa- 

tion on particular questions that may arise, attecting the wellare of Jews 
with the colvurs.” | 
IN THE HOSPITAL. 

One of the most important departments of the Chaplain’s work. is 
that of visiting the, wounded in hospitals. It is also one of the most 
dificult. As Mr. Lipson pointed out, not only do the ordinary military 
hospit ils come into the sphere of work, but also the numerous other institu- 
tions of the kind that have been taken over for niilitary purposes. Mr. 
Adler and Mr. Lipson have arranged a system of visitation both in 
London and the provinces. 


~ My colleagues in the: ministry,” said Mr. Lipson, “are in ‘constant 
communication with me with reference to wounded Jewish soldiers who have 
been admitted to hospital; and I wish to take this opportunity of placing on 
record my appreciation of the kindness that has been received from 
the authorities in the work of hospital ministration. Gratitude is due to the 
visiting ministers for the manner in which they have performed their duty, 
and also to the Union of Jewish Women whose lady visitors have given us 
their most valuable co-operation at the hospitals. The long casualty lists 
which are constantly appearing in the JeWwisH CHRONICLE and the Jewish 
Morld will be sufficient to show the importance of the work. Occasionally 
a Jew may be sent to some hospital not within easy reach of a Jewish 
centre, and in such cases the difficulty of visitation is obviously enhanced. 
But every effort is made to get to the wounded men, and the authorities 
have kindly agreed to notify us of their arrival in hospital. Some cases 


may escape notice where the area is large, but the danger of this is 
minimised as far as may be.” 


It might here be mentioned that the other day Mr. Lipson, accompanied 
by the Assistant Chaplain, the Rev. H. Shandel, visited the three hospitals 
set apart for the reception of wounded Indian soldiers at Brighton and 
endeavoured to ascertain whether any Indian coreligionists were to be found 
there. The utmost courtesy was shown by the military authorities and 
every facility was accorded them in their mission. Though unsuccessful in 
discovering any Jews there, the authorities have kindly undertaken to notify 
them of the arrival of any Jewish soldier serving with the Indian forces. 


SERVICES FOR JEWISH SOLDIERS. 


The arrangements for services appear to be working well, Military 
services have been held at the Central and Hammersmith Synagogues, The 


two chaplains have themselves visited the camps in all parts of the country. 


and the utmost help has been afforded them in their religious campaign by th 
officials. In nearly every instance a roll of the Jewish men in the 
camp is obtained from the Commanding Officer, and the service is mer. 
tioned in the Divisional Orders, In addition, the officers and men are 
personally advised. The. attendances, according to Mr. Lipson, have been 


very good, and one can always rely on the soldiers’ presence, unless special 
circumstances interfere. Where such circumstances are discovered, an 


~ 


effort is made to remove the obstacles so that the soldier may take part in the 
ministrations of his faith. Mr. Lipson emphasises the help he has receive: 
from the Jewish officers in this matter, Not only, he says, do they attend 
the services but in many cases they themselves hold weekly gatherings. T},. 
officers officiate and seize the opportunity to give a homely address to the 
met. 

The non-Jewish Chaplains, too, are “ splendid.” These broad-minded 
men do everything in their power to make the Jewish services success{,;| 
They notify them in the Orders, arrange the-place of meeting. and at tim 
obtain a hall for regular weekly religious gatherings. 

KOSHER FOOD FOR JEWISH--AND CHRISTIAN—SOLDIERS. 

The provision of kosher food has been a sore point with some Jewis 
recruits, but, according to Mr. Lipson, while the War Office has not found 
it practicable to supply such food to Jews in camp, there is no reason wih). 
this should not be done privately by friends. The Assistant Chaplai 
mentioned the curious fact that a jewish officer had told him that all ¢! 
tinned food in certain camps is labelled “ Kosher,” and is eaten by J, 
and non-Jew alike. Upon this interesting point Mr. Lipson may be ab 
to shed a little light dater. 

The authorities. indeed, .are exceedingly anxious to further the co 
fort and the happiness of the Jewish recruits. Ot this their readines 
grant leave for the festivals is an apt illustration. An important element 
the soldier’s comfort must, of course, be the relations which pre 
between him and his fellows. In Mr. Lipson’'s view the feeling between |

In this connection an incident was related by Mr. Lipson whi 
enough to provide material for a whole host of homilies.

| conviction is driven in upon us that we have not by any means got even | 


the full record of the Jews in the Army. The names of a. large number 0! 
lews who have been in the force for a considerable time are now coming ia 
tous: These were not previously known, and had not, of course, appeared 
onthe Jewistt CHRONICLE'S Roll of Honour. From time to time, too, we 
get applications from men for permission to change the record of their 
religion to that of * Jew’; and one hears, here and there, of Jews who ha 
not acknowledged themselves—though they are known—as such. In th 
office we have the names.of between seven and eight thousand Jews who are 
serving with the forces, and with whom we have been in communication 
and fresh names are coming at the rate of from fifty to sixty a week. I' 
Jewish Recruiting Committee is carrying out a well-arranged propagand 
for the purpose of keeping the percentage of Jewish recruits in the, very 
forefront.” 

As an example of the spirit animating Jewish young men to-day, Mi 
Lipson mentioned the case of one man who, born in London, was taken a! 
the age of seven to the Argentine. He had passed his life in Sout! 
America and penetrated the wilds of Brazil. At the call to arims, he 
threw up his position, spent £20 in travelling expenses, though quite 
poor, and came to the old country—°' to jou.’ And that case, sa) 
the Chaplain, is typical of many others! The young fellow attended the 
service at Shoreham. It was the first Jewish service at which he ever 
remembered himself to ha¥e been present. The war is not only making 
Jews into soldiers ; it is making soldiers into Jews! — 

A HUMAN NOTE. 

And the Jews in the trenches are happy in the thought that they are 
not being forgotten by those at home. * They seem to feel,” as Mr. Lipson 
put it, “that a living interest is being taken in them,” and they show the'r 
recognition.in the letters that reach the Chaplain's Department—" a most 
delightful experience,’ says the Chaplain. 

Another human note is struck in what Mr. Lipson describes as “the 
men's appreciation of the Soldier's Prayer- Book, compiled by the Rev. Michael 
Adler.” Itisalink between the trench and home—or maybe between service 
and the days of childhood. Such an excellent compilation is it that it is now 
to be supplied to the Jews in the French army. The books are provided 
by the War Office and were at first issued by them. Now they are sent 
from Hallam Street by arrangement with the authorities. Something of the 
soldier's regard for duty, too, is seen in the civilians who have volunteered 
their help. In connection with the soldiers’ and sailors’ dependents, the 
Rev. A. A. Green, in conjunction with the Rev. B. N. Michelson, have done 
magnificent work, and the excellent manner in which the Dependents’ 
Committee has been working since the outbreak of the war has been a 
source of considerable help to the Chaplains. In the office at Hallam Street 
the Chaplain has had periodical assistance from the Revs. D. Wasserzug 
and A. Barnett, while he also owes a very great deal to the whole-hearted 
assistance of the Hon. Officers and officials of the United Synagogue and 
the Hammersmith Synagogue. The amount of voluntary work that is being 
done for our soldiers and sailors is remarkable. The very clerks in the 
office work as a rule without reward—one of them is the daughter and sistcr 
respectively of two Jewish officers. And so under the direction of the two 
Chaplains working, as Mr. Lipson stated, “in a spirit of perfect comrade. 
ship,” the machine runs on—never to be still until the sword returns agaiu 
to its scabbard, . 
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THE NEW WESTERN SYNAGOGUE. 


LAYING OF FOUNDATION-STONE. 


A MORE SUITABLE 


LOCALITY. 


The ceremony of tle laying of the foundation-stone of the Western Synag-eue 
on its new site in Alfred Place, Tottenham Court Road, took place on Monday 
afternoon in the presence of a large and representative gathering of all sections of 
the community. A tent of commodious proportions had been erected on part of 
the ground which is to be occupied by the synagogue, and here the guests 
assembled. Mr. Angelo Asher, who presided ‘at the harmonium, played a 
voluntary prior to the opening of the proceedings and accompanied the Reader 
throughout the service, which began with Mincha, intoned by the Kev. Herman 
Davids, the Chazan of the congregation. At the conclusion, the Rev. Vhillip 
Phillips recited Psalm cxviii., 21-29. This was followed by the reading in English 
by the Rev. Gerald Friedlander, of Psalmc. Psalms cxxvii. (specially composed 
by the Rev. Mr. Davids for the occasion) and cxxii. having been rendered by Mr. 
Davids and Mr. Friedlander respectively, 

Mr. ALbert Hort, Chairman of the Building Committee, made a few 
interesting observations concerning the building of the Synagogue. He mentioned 
that the Ark that did service at the Synagozue in St. Alban’s Place would be 
installed in the new building and that by a strange coincidence the dimensions of 
the Synagogue almost equalled that of Solomon's Temple, j.¢., 110 ft. long, 40 ft. 
wide, and 55 ft. high. That day had been fixed for that interesting ceremony for, 
in the first place it marked the eighty-fifth birthday of their President and, 
secondly, according to the Hebrew computation, it was the anniversary of the 
removal of the Scrolls of the Law from the old synagogue. : 


A SUITABLE LOCALITY. 


Mr, SAMvueL Lyon, Chairman of the Finance Committee and Treasurer of the 
congregation, then deposited a jar containing records of the synagogue and other 
mementoes in the corner stone. This was followed by the presentation of a silver 
trowel to Mr. S. ULLMANN,.the President, who, in acknowledging the gilt, 
recalled that he had joined the congregation nearly half a century ago, and added 
that he could not imagine in those days that the time would come when he would 
be accorded the honour of being invited to lay the foundation stone’of a new 
burlding of the congregation. He was happy to say that in all the prolonged and 
difhcult negotiations which had been necessary before they had arrived at ‘that 
day's stage, his colleagues and he had been of one mind and had worked toyvether 
most harmoniously. . For atime an effort was made to procure a renewal of the 
old site in St. Alban’s Place, upon which the former synagogue stood. When 
they endeavoured to purchase a suitable site in that ne ghbourhood, it was 
found that some / 40,000 would be necessary for the. ground site alone 
he said: firstly, could. they afford it? Secondly, was it wise? Thirdly, 
was the site in the right position? The Executive considered all these 
points and found the funds were far from sufficient, and that the majority 
of the former worshippers had left the immediate neighbourhood and had 
removed further north. As a suitable locality, it was decided that the lower 
part of Tottenham Court Road, or thereabouts; would meet their requirements, 
and his friend and colleague, Mr. Albert Holt, discovered that most eligible site 
They knew from experience gained in the temporary place of worship, that the 
were in a more suitable locality than formerly and that in building that Synagogue 
they were meeting the wants of a large local Jewish population Hie was 
unable to fix the exact date when the building would be completed, as the war had 
delayed them considerably, but some.time next year he hoped to have the great 
pleasure of meeting them all there for the consecration of the new House of 
Prayer. He would keep the handsome trowel during his life as a precious 
memento, and should leave it in trust to his eldest son, and so he hoped he in his 
turn would leave it as a family heirloom, to be treasured in memory of that day. 
He paid a tribute to the memory of the late Mr. Judah Varicas who by. his 
generosity made it possible for them to build the Synagogue. That day they also 
thought of their generous benefactor, the late Mr. Samuel Vallentine.. He trusted 
God's blessing would rest upon all the members and friends, so that everyone 
would be able to give freely for the maintenance of this Synagogue which he felt 
sure would be distinguished by its architectural beauty, and would be one of the 
ornaments to Judaism in London. 

Having placed the corner-stone in position, Mr. ULLMANN said: 

“On behalf of the Western Synagogue, I dedicate this stone for the House of 
God to be erected upon this site. I hereby declare this stone to be well and truly 
laid, and [ pray that the edifice when built will give comfort and happiness to all 
who enter it, and may it assist the present and future generations in the mainten- 
ance of the Jewish faith in this city.” 


‘AN HISTORIC EVENT.

It started as a Minyan in 1768; but 
the increasing number of Jewish residents within the City of Westminster led to 
tie acquisition in 1797 of atemporary House of Worship which was situated in 
Denmark Court, Strand, and known as the Westminster Synagogue. Eventually, 
in 1826, the stately structure in St. Alban’s Place was erected and the congregation 
became definitely known as the Western Synagogue. And to-day, 89 years later, 
we have assembled to celebrate the Foundation Stone Laying of a new sanctuary,

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the CHRONICLE.) 


THE POWER OF PURPOSE. 

“Daniel purposed in his heart that he would not defile himself."— 
Daniel i., & 

There is no reason to reject the opinion of modern scholars that the 
story of Daniel took literary form in the age of Antiochus Epiphanes and 
was designed to encourage and admonish the Jews of that day in their 
resistance to the persecuting policy of the Greek tyrant. Whether the 
incidents here set forth be authentic or imaginary, whether Daniel himself 
is to be regarded as an ideal rather than a historic personage, matters little. 
[t is with the religious lessons of the book that ‘we are concerned, and theie 
value is in no way affected by questions of historicity or date. The out- 
standing teaching of this ancient story is the power of purpose. The 
lesson might have been taught in the abstract, but it is considerably 
more effective when it is brought into connection with some life, historical 
or ideal. It isa lesson which specially addresses itself to Jewish young 
men, and perhaps there has never been a titne in the history of Jews whesa 
the lesson was more needed, when its applicability to surrounding circum- 
stances was more clear. It may help us to appreciate Daniel's purpose and 
the power it exercised over him if we consider the times in which he lived. 
He and his fellow-.countrymen were in captivity ; they were the slaves of a 
heathen king. Their country had been laid waste, their holy city and the 
sacred temple in it reduced to a heap of blackened ruins. Things had all 
gone against them; it was long since the sun had shone on Israel; they had 
almost forgotten what prosperity meant. Such experiences often have the 
ettect of breaking down a man’s purpose and spirit. When blow after blow 
comes, when disappointment follows disappointment, when defeat succeeds 
defeat, hope is apt to be lost and purpose to give way. Asa matter of fact,

on many of Daniel's Contemporaries. They lost their faith. in God, thep 


gave themselves up to sheer worldliness, they became practical atheists, 
Instead of God they worshipped gain, and when at length the 
exile was over and they were allowed to return to Palestine, 
many chose. to remain where they were they had forgotten Zion, 
but not all, Daniel was an exception. No longer able to worship 
God through the medium of the temple ordinances, he did not abandon 
all worship, as many of his countrymen doubtless: did.

to lest they should be contaminated by the surrounding evil. It had no 
such effect upon the pious Daniel, who in the midst of evil refused to dettie 
himself. It is easier for some than for others not to go astray. And why? 
Because some are animated by a purpose in their hearts that they will not 
defile themselves, while some have no such purpose. They may 
more evilly inclined than the others, but they have never put before them 
selves a solemn alternative; they have never thought out the question of 
what their aim and object in life. should be; they have not suficiently 
reflected that the Jewish life is a call to consecration and that it bids us 
give up many pleasures that others freely enjoy. For this lack of a solema 
purpose they have drifted into evil, and not necessarily because they are 
more inclined to evil than others. There are many who excuse their weak- 
ness on the ground that they are 
THE CREATURES OF CIRCUMSTANCE. 
It is claimed and pleaded as an excuse for wrongdoing that the victim cannot 
help himself. The circumstances of modern life are said to be so exigent 
as to render it almost impossible to practise the tenets of the Jewish faith, 
There is no place in modern life for regular worship, for the observance of 
the Dietary laws and the Sabbatical laws. And other kinds of wrongdoing 
are excused on other grounds. A man claims that he is the victim of 
inherited tendencies. The strength of his passions overcomes his will and 
so frees him from moral responsibility. As the Scotch poet pleaded in his 
lines addressed to God :— | 
Thou knowest that Thou hast fermed me 
With passions wild and strong, 
And list’ning to their witching voice 
Has often led me wrong. 
That still expresses the mind of many. Certainly we cannot shut our eyes 
to the fact of evil tendencies inherited, and tothe truth that parents transmit 
to their children the accumulations of their moral poverty or riches as well 
as those of their material poverty or riches. But however humbling and 
strange be the fact, however perplexing and disquieting the truth, we must 
nevertheless assert with all the power in us the inalienable dignity of man 
as a moral, responsible being in whom the greatest thing is not circumstance, 
not surrounding, not environment, not passion, not the wild craving of 
inherited tendency, but conscience, will, freedom, responsibility, God. The 
scientist has, no doubt, trath on his side, but he has not all the truth. 
Heredity is not fate. The mistake of those who listen to the “ witching 
voice” is in listening. Granted, it is not easy always to do the right thing 
and bear right testimony in the right way. Jews are assailed by a thousand 
temptations to forsake the religion of their fathers. It needs a Daniel's 
purpose in the heart; it needs a new heart and a right spirit to resist them 
with success. But nothing is more helpful to one who is honestly trying to 
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serve the God of his fathers than to know of others who in similar, or more 
trying circumstances even, have stood the test and come through victoriously, 
because they had a purpose in their heart not to defile themselves, and God

In accordance with the Old Testament way of 
putting things, that good influence is said to have been bronght about in 
this way, that God gave Daniel great favour in the sight of the officers. 
That is but another way of saying that Daniel's consistent, godly, upright 
life proved a great power on those who were over him. But more than his 
influence on his officers was the influence on his companions. That is seen 
in the spell which his strong character cast over them, so that they were 
ready to stand by him and to strengthen him. So can every young man 
help his companions, so can he be a. strength to them anda wonderful 
blessing, by purposing in his heart to be faithful to God. And, contrariwise, 
one can be a snare to one’s companions.by simply drifting into evil. No 
one is bound to follow his evil example, but someone probably will. “ Am 
I my brother’s keeper?’ some men ask. The answer is, ~ Yes, because 
you never drift alone; you never are resolute in purpose, alone. In either 
case you take others with-you."’ Thus in Daniel and his companions we 
see four young men placed amid great temptation, remaining faithful to their 
conscience and their country, their early training and their God, helping one 
another, exercising a good influence on their superiors. The secret of it all 
was that deep in the heart of one of them there was a purpose that he would 
not defile himself. The secret of good influence is to be influenced for good 
ourselves.

funds It produces an effect similar toa sudden blow, to learn that no fewet 
than 2,850 children are to be deprived of this powerful factor in the rely 
teaching of the poor

DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 


The annual distribution of prizes was held on Monday at the school. Mr. LEONARD

been suggested that prizes should not be given to the pupils this year, but he was pleased 
to say that that would not be the case. They had worked very hard during the year and 
had thoroughly deserved the prizes they had gained. They were all aware of the terrible 
times that prevailed, and although they were too young to take their places in the firing 
line they could do much, and their very best, to help the dear countryin which they lived. 
England had always opened her doors to the Jew, no matter whence he came, and it 
was not surprising that Jews were taking their part—and a very substantial part—in the 
fighting ranks, thus showing their appreciation of all England had done for them. It 
would be the children that would remember in after years the heroic sacrifices of the 
parents. In conclusion, he hoped they would show their gratitude by their uprightness 
and their perseverance, and that when they grew up they would be spared a recurrence of 
this terrible war. (Cheers). 

Mrs. J. H. Hertz then distributed the awards. 

Mr. ERNEST LESSER, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mrs. Hertz, said it was a 
source of gratification when she joined the Committee. She had followed in the wake of 
her deeply-lamented predecessor—-the late Mrs. Hermann Adler. Her co-operation on 
the Committee would be most valuable.

Mrs. HERTZ, in reply, said she did not as a rule make speeches, for she generally 
left this to her husband. He was unable to be present that afternoon, but he had asked 
her to convey to them his best wishes for their success. She thanked them for the honour 
they had bestowed upon her by asking her to distribute the prizes. She had performed 
that function on many an occasion in America and South Africa, but she was especially 
pleased to be present that afternoon. Their school had been founded fifty years and had 
along roll of honour. She felt certain that the pupils would gain further honours, and in 
conclusion said she would send the beautiful bouquet that. they had presented to her to 
the nearest hospital on behalf of the children.

The biennial report covering the period from May, 1912, to December, 1914, has 
been issued. It states in part :— 


‘Various hospitals, asylums, prisons, unions and kindred institutions in 


HEBREW Manchester, Salford and adjacent towns have been regularly visited by the 
VISITATION ministers of the different congregations. Three members of the Committee, 
BOARD, the Revs. H. S. Lewis, A. Cohen, and I. D. Duque, having left the city, the 


Revs. J. Phillips, B. Liebermann, B.A., and R. Pereira have been elected to 
fill the vacancies. Mr. I, Ephraim has been co-opted and has undertaken to visit the 
Bowdon and Baguley ‘Hospitals. The Protection Society and its offspring, the Jewish 
Girls’ Club, which practically came into existence through the efforts of this Board, have 
been helpful in checking the spread .of immorality by preventive and rescue work. The 
case of two Jewish orphan girls in Wales, placed by their father in Christian hands, 
resulted in their removal by the exertions of the Board, and they are now under the care 
of their relatives. The Hon. Secretary, the Rev. |. Simon, who visited the family, gave 
an excellent report of their general progress. Thanks are due to the Rev. M. M. Cohen 
ior giving Hebrew and religious instruction to a boy at Swinton Workhouse schools who 
is now apprenticed. Thanks are likewise tendered to the Rev. I. D. Duque, who per- 
formed a similar service at the same institution to two brothers who are now in America 
with their parents. The Board express their high appreciation of the educational! authori- 
ties at the Swinton Workhouse schools for their kindness in granting all facilities for 
keeping Jewish inmates in touch with their religious duties. The number of Jewish 
prisoners is reduced toa minimum. The usual Divine services at the Strangeways Prison 
during the Feast of Passover were not held this year, owing to there having been only 
two Jewish prisoners. To the ordinary institutions visited is now added the duty of 
visiting Jewish soldiers stationed in the district, the military hospital, and the concenfra- 
tion camps. The Committee earnestly appeal to the various synagogues and other 
communal institutions, as also to benevolent members of the community, for grants and 
contributions, to carry out efficiently their very important and arduous labours.” 

The honorary officers are: Rabbi Dr. Salomon, President; the Rev. J. H. 
Valentine, Vice-President; Mr. Maurice A. Michaels, Treasurer; and the Rev. I. 
Simon, Hon. Secretary. The Committee consists of ten representatives from the 
following congregations : Old Hebrew, Spanish and Portuguese, British Jews, South 
Manchester, New, Central, North Manchester, and one from the Manchester Shechita 
Board. Eleven of the Manchester clergy are visitors, and there is one lay visitor. 
A committee meeting was held on Sunday at Frankenburg House. Mr. D. §S. 
Garson, J.P., presided. It was stated that two lads who formerly were inmates 

of the Orphan Asylum at Norwood and who now reside in 
ORPHAN AID Manchester, had offered their servicesas honorary weekly collectors, 
SOCIETY. and were carrying out their duties most satisfactorily. Canvassers 

. and collectors are urgently required. Subsequently, the annual 
meeting of subscribers was held. Mr. Garson, who occupied the Chair, regretted 
the small attendance. He summarised the work of the parent institution. 
Manchester had sent thirteen children to Norwood, where they had the best 
teachers to look after their education, and they were treated with every care and 
attention. He certainly thought the subscriptions that came from Manchester were 
not adequate, considering the large Jewish population who were quite able if 
willing to contribute towards the maintenance of so deserving a charity. Whilst 
the poorer classes were in this connection doing their share most worthily by their 
weekly subscriptions, he much regretted to find that the middle and wealthier 
Classes held aloof from contributing.

The twentieth annual report for the year ended December 3i1st, 1914, states that the 
outbreak of the war greatly impeded the progress of the work of the society, and although 
there was a larger influx of new members than in the previous year (98 against 63), the nett 
result of certificates obtained has been disappointing as only fourteen members have been 
granted naturalisation, compared with fifty-seven the previous year. The balance-sheet 
showed that £210 was received as subscriptions, and that the fees paid for naturalisation, 
solicitors’ and other charges, amounted to £173.

A Jewish Victim of German “ Frightfulness.”’

An inquest was held last week at Chatham on the body of Mrs. Sarah Haffkin. 
She was stewardess on the “ Saidieh,” which was torpedoed off the North Foreland, 
and died from shock after having been picked up from the water following a 
mishap to one of the ship's boats. According to the evidence of Hyman 
Goodman, a Russian Jew, who was a steward on the ship, the deceased and her 
husbadd (Mr. Lazarus Haffkin) were refugees at Alexandria from Beyrout. Mr. 
Hatikin died six weeks before she’ left Alexandria, and she intended to come to 
London and stay at a house in Oxford Street, New Road, Whitechapel, where she 
and her husband at one time resided. (His name and address are still to be found 
in the Initiation Society's list of registered Mohelim.) The jury found that the 
ceceased had died from shock caused by fright and immersion in water.

truer devotion, greater prayerfulness, and deeper Jewish knowledge 
last In it may the words of our Haphtorah be fulfilled: 

“ And it shall come to pass that New Moon by New Moon, Sabbath by Sabbath, 
shall all flesh come to worship before Me, saith the Lord.” Ina higher sense we 
would repeat the familiar lines :— 

Let knowledge grow from more to more, 

But more of reverence in us dwell; 

That mind and soul, according well, 

May make one music as before, 

but vaster. 
And now we come to the culmination of our text: “1 ON) [AS AA 
FPYNIY¥ “And in this place will I give peace, saith the Lord of Hosts.” An old 
Jewish gloss adds, “ Even peace of soul asa possession to every one that builds 
to raise up this Temple.” In this time of alarm and sorrow, wrath and desolation, 
however, we cannot, alas, rest content with this conception of Peace as merely the 
individual worshipper’s inward harmony and tranquillity. We have said that the 
words of our text were originally spoken by the Prophet Haggai in a time 
analogous to our own. “ Thus saith the Lord of Hosts, I will shake the heavens 
and .he earth and the sea and the dry land; and I will shake all nations,” he 
begins the prophecy. For us, likewise, there are convulsions—from the heaveas 
and over the earth, on the dry land, on the sea and under the sea. Death, 
famine, and the doom of exile have entered the homes of millions of human beings; 
peoples rage and kingdoms totter, and all nations are shaken to their foundations. 
But even as the Prophet faces the wreck of worlds and yet prophesies Peace—so 
must we remain 


UNDISMAYED BY THE RECRUDESCENCE OF SAVAGERY, 


and undazzled by the triumphing of the wicked which is but fora moment. Verily 
God moves wm a mysterious way His wonders to perform. The struggle itself has 
become a sanctifying force. It has brought with it a resurrection of the ideal, 
and an annihilation of the selfish. Everywhere it is proving itself a spiritual 
crucible, cleansing, purifying, transmuting. And this very Tabernacle, this latest 
witness to the Unseen erected by our community, is but another proclamation of 
the ancient word: “‘Not by might, nor by power, but by God's spirit” ; another 
re-affirmation of Israel's passionate belief in the invincibility of righteousness, in 
the final triumph of peace, and in the sure advent of lasting restoration and 
universal healing. 

At the conclusion, the Chief Rabbi offered up a prayer. He then recited 
the prayer for the King and the Royal Family. With a benediction by 


Mr. Friedlander, and the singing of the National Anthem, the service was brought 
to a conclusion.

THE MEETING AT BELFAST. 


STIRRING ADDRESS BY MR. J. COWEN 


In our last issue we printed a telegram containing a brief report of a meeting 
held at Belfast on Wednesday week. Below we give a fuller report. 

Professor J. A. Linpsay, M.A., M.D., F.R.C.P., who orenided. thanked the 
Jewish community of Belfast for the compliment they had paid him in asking him 
to preside on that interesting occasion, and said he was pleased to be the medium 
of offering a hearty welcome to their distinguished visitor, Mr. Cowen. (Applause 
He was very glad to have an opportunity of informing himself about the movement 
which was exciting so much interest ia the Jewish world. The Jews were an 
ancient and gifted people who had made a great contribution to history and to 
civilisation. At the present day they heard a good deal of the claims of large 
nationalities to lead and to dominate, but he thought they ought to 
remember that Western civilisation probably owed most to numericall; 
small peoples, hamely, the Greeks and the Jews The Greeks had 
made their contribution in the field of art and of literature and of 
philosophy; the Jews had made their contribution in the field of moral and 
spiritual ideas, in the field of art, especially music, and,. in modern 
in the field of the Press and of international finance He was 


claim that the Lritish nation had for a very long time treated the Jewish 
nation well, (Applause.) They had offered them a home and equal rights 
and some share at all events of public honours The British nation 
had never descended to the frenzy of the anti-Semitic movement which 


had caused so deep a stain upon the reputation of some other nations, That ant: 
Semitic movement was one of the causes, he believed, of the Zionist-movement of 
which they were to hear that night—a movement, as they geo tO restore to the 
Jewish people what they had so long lacked, namely, a home and cour a 
fatherland of their own. That movement had assumed large proportions in recent 
times and must, he thought, have the sympathy of all who could contemplate the 
course of history and the course of nations. He was very glad to offer a very 
warm welcome to Mr. Joseph Cowen and would ask him to proceed with his 
address. (Applause.) 

Mr. COWEN, who was very cordially received, said that they were at the present 
moment, both as British citizens and as Jews, engaged in the most awful war that 
history recorded, and although the war. was not his bre sane yet he felt that ata 
moment like that, when the war overwhelmed almost everything, it was almost an 


impertinence to speak about or to think about anything else than the war, Al 
indeed he would not now venture to address an audience upon their Zionist affairs 
but that even their Zionist affairs were also involved in the war T le war brought 
into sharper relief than ever the tragedy of the Jewish position, not only because 
Jews were fighting, like everyone else was fighting. nowadays: not only because 
there were large numbers fighting—there were large numbers in al! the armies 


but because, owing to the dispersion of the Jewish nation, they had to 
take up arms against fellow Jews and shoot them down just as any 
common enemy. That was an added tragedy that other nations had 
not suffered. He was there to speak of the way of ending that tragedy, 
and to tell them how far they had advanced upon the road that would lead to that 
happy solution. Their Zionist problem was absolutely and directly tied up with 
Palestine. Toa large number of Jews Palestine had become so and so 
unrealisable as a Fatherland, as a possible home, and they had accepted so large! 
the current ideas about Palestine, that it no longer appealed to t! em as being as 
fitting a place as it appeared to the non-Jew. And his (Mr. Cowen's) argument 
and his advancing ot their claims had to be directed towards the Jew in their 
midst, to proving to him that Palestine was not only a possibility, but 


PALESTINE WAS A GOOD POSSIBILITY, 


a practicable possibility, and an advantageous possibility It-was the Je 
rather than the Christian who thought that Palestine was, perhaps, not the land 
for the Jewish nation He wanted to tell that Jew, that the. attitude 


that he assumed tewards Palestine was a wrong one, and that Palestine 
could be again the land that it had been. (Applause). They had this ironica! 
state of things, that in the free countries, the liberal countries of the Wes: 
where the Jews were not suffering, Judaism suftered; Jews dropped away, 
more and more from everything that they had previously held. sacred He 
was one of those people who did not want either Jews to. suffer or 
Judaism to suffer; he.did not think it was good for Jews, for Judaism, 
or for the world. The study of past Jewish history taught them. that 
they could not go on under present conditions. In a modern world, where 
organisation counted fot a- tremendous amount, where system and scientific 
knowledge and development counted enormously, at least Jews had to see 
whether a scientific knowledge of their own position was not going to lead them 
into some different kind of ways of going and of doing and of thinking to those ways 
that they had been pursuing up to very recently. And it was because Jews had com- 
menced fo think specifically of their Jewish problem that the Zionist movement had 
arisen. The Jéwish demand to-day, as in 1897, was for a‘ publicly recognised, legally 
assured home for the Jewish people in Palestine.” (Applause). It might be said 
and it had been said that what happened to the people of Belgium last August 
might be repeated in a Jewish Palestine. Such an occurrence would, of course, 
be horrible beyond expression, but allowing for its remote possibility, he would at 
least contend this, that 
IF THEY HAD TO BE BLOTTED OUT, 

he would rather that the Jews went down together and were finished with in som 
such form as that than they should disappear little by little from the face of th, 
earth. (Applause). The Zionist movement had grown and developed all over the 
world. There was nota Jewish community to-day where there was not one, and 
sometimes two or three Zionist societies, and, what was still more important, there 
was not a community where there was not now a tremendous amount of 
true Zionist feeling, even on the part of those who were opposed to them before ; 
they had commenced to recognise that the movement was one not only based upon 
right foundations, but it was one likely to succeed. “The Day” was really 
approaching for them. Were they in a pesition to recognise and accept their 
opportunity when itcame? It would be the glorious privilege of those Jews who, 
being happily situated, did not desire to go, to assist their less fortunate brethren 
in that miraculous event—the return of the Jews to Palestine. (Applause.) The 
essence of the movement was religion. The Jews would have an opportunity - 
putting their religion into conduct in the manner in which they governed them- 
selves and their Palestine home. Then the world would know whether or not it 
was possible to live a religion as well as to talk it. They sought in Zionism not 


only their own progress, but they wished as Jews to contribute their quota to the. 


progress and development of the world. They could not do it otherwise than by 
existing as a separate unit. They would not stand for great armies or great navies: 
they would stand for simple lives, full of learning and peace. And it was possible 
that the en of the Lord might again go forth from Palestine. (Prolonged 
applause.

B’noth Zion Hebrew Classes. 


LORD SWAYTHLING AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION, 


A concert in a:d of the funds of the Hebrew and Sabbath Classes of the B'noth Zion 
Association was held on Sunday at. the South Place Institute, Finsbury. Lord 
SWAYTHLING presided, and. prizes were distributed to the successful pupils by Lady 
Swaythiing 

The annua! report, which was read by the Chairman, states that when work was 
resumed alter the summer vacation the war had broken out and very few pupils presented 

The parents, owing to industrial conditions, were keeping the children 
away, as they could not aftord to pay the fees, however small. The Committee offered 
to let them return without fees until times were better, and before long the numbers had 
risen trom 30 to 132, and they have since remained steadfast. But the financial income 
suffered, contributions from former sympathisers fell, and the classes had a struggle to 
exist, They had to reduce the staff from four teachers to three. There had been a little 
support from the Chmef Rabbi's Fund. If it had not or the concert arranged last 
year the classes would have had to close some months ago. 

The CHAIRMAN then read the report of the examiner (Dayan H. M. Lazarus), which 
was printed in the last issue of the JEwisH CHRONICLE. Proceeding, Lord Swaythling 
said they had seen that evening a sample of the work done by the classes, and he thought 
they were, with him, amazed at the excellence of the performance. The report of the 
examiner must also have surprised them. It was a great compliment to the teachers that 
with a reduced stafi of three they had retained the efficiency that the classes had always 
had. It was to be hoped such classes would not be allowed to suffer through want of 
funds. Of course they knew that everyone in the community was just now pressed by 
new demands and that a great struggle was being made to keep up all the old institutions 
and charities. But he hoped everyone would do his best, hoping that in the years to 
come when this dreadful war was over financial prosperity would return to this country 
and the demands upon them would not be so great. Buta great effort had to be made, 
For years he had pressed upon the authorities the opinion that in these matters. 
hke everything else, union is strength. He had urged upon the Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion Board that-it ought not to be impossible to devise some scheme by which to

under one authority. This combination would naturally include the Talmud Torahs. 
where perhaps the most valuable religious education in London was given. Probably it 
would then be easier to get funds from the community. Anyhow, an attempt should be 
made. It was a mistake to divide, by rigid lines, one set of classes from another. Some 
tume ago he had the honour of a conversation on the subject with Mr. Leopold de Rothschild: 
and the Chief Rabbi took up the question of the Talmud Torahs and collected a sum of 
money which had-enablied a large number of them to scramble along. Of course. if a 
larger fund could be got together the assistance which he hoped the b’noth Zion Classes 
would obtain from the Talmud Torah Trust would be increased. Those classes were 
the first Talmud Torah for girls in London. They had set an example, and it would be 
very sad if through lack of funds they should cease to exist. He considered the com. 
munity owed a deep debt of gratitude to Mrs. Liebster amd those who, like her had 
struggled in adverse circumstances to keep the flag of those classes flying. (Cheers)
